Our reply is that we have not kept silent aa to the real issue aa 
we see it. And strangely enough this veiy letter ct t fiin.s lis in our 
view of the issue. It ia not so much the man as the method. It doen 
not matter half so much who represents the District in Congress aa 
it does how he becomea the representative. And. if we can trust the 
writer of the letter, we are not left in doubt as to the methods of 
either candidate. 

What we are interested in is neither Mr. Powers nor Mr. K<1- 
wards. They are minor considerations. Our interest ia in the char- 
acter of the citizenship of the District. Let them both be as bad as 
their enemies represent them to lie and they are powerless to do harm, 
if the majority iu the Republican party in the district is above pas- 
sion, prejudice and pelf. 

But is it? It would seem not; for we are told that each side 
lias an enormous corruption fund and proposes to use it, that each 
aide is distributing or will distribute whiskey in wholesale quanti- 
ties, and that neither side will hesitate to steal, if it finds that uecea- 
sary to win. 

This is a terrible iudictment-an indictment of the candidates, 
it ia true, but no leas an indictment of the District.

LYNCHERS INDICTED: — The 
Grand Jury which was calhd to In- 
vestigate the lynching of Carl Eth»r- 
ington In Newark, O., has concluded 
Its sittings and made Its report. Fif- 
ty-eight Indictments were returned, 
all In connection with the lynching. 
Twenty-five of these charge the riot- 
ers with murder In the first degree, 
twenty- one are accused of rioting, ten 
with assult, and two with perjury. 
The blame for the lynching la laid 
upon the mayor and chief of police 
both of whom have resigned. 

HOKE SMITH FOR PRESIDENT: — 
The Georgia I>emocratic convention, 
in session Sept. 1st, nomluati d Houe 
Smith, former Governor and member 
of President Cleveland's cabinet, for 
Governor over the present Governor, 
J. M. Brown, and also indorsed him 
tor the presidency. The return of 
Smith to ascendency marks also the 
ratsni of the State wide Prohibition 
. lenient to power. It will be remem- 
bered that Governor Brown won ov«r 
Smith before on a plea for a busi- 
ness administration which meant, 
when pro|s?rly interpreted, the repu- 
diation of the Prohibition laws— rath- 
er their non-enforcement. 

HARLAN FOR CHIEF JUSTICE. — 
President Taft haa not announced 
his Intention but it Is now generally 
thought that Justice Harlan will be 
nppolnted Chief Justice for the re- 
mainder of his term which, It fs 
thought, he will end by retirement at 
the end of Mr. Taft's first term, two 
years hence, when Gov. Hughes, who 
now becomes a member of the Su- 
preme Court, will succeed him. It 
would seem that this is the logical 
course for the President to pursue. 

MR. ROOSEVELT'S TRIP: — The 
western trip of Mr. Roosevelt has 
proved very disappointing to his ene- 
mies. It was freely predicted that he 
would not be recleved as he was 
when President, and that ho would 
return to his home a disappointed and 
wiser man, that this trip would be 
the beginning of his elimination from 
politics, and that the country would 
soon be rid of his preaching and his 
meddling. But, alas for the machine 
politician, the corrupt corporation, 
nnd the boodler of what ever sort, 
Mr. Roosevelt returns with a tighter 
grip upon the affections of the peo- 
ple than ever — a truly dominant fig- 
ure, dominant for good both for his 
State and the nation. 

HARMON ON THE WANE: — Th<! 
bloody street car strike in Columbus 
Is likely to prove the undoing of Gov. 
Harmon. His prompt action In the 
Newark riot vastly Increased his 
|K>pularity, but he has not been so 
fortunate In his dealing with the 
strike situation, and the Republicans 
are making capital out of the unfor- 
tunate affair: and Incidentally It 
may be aald that the outlook for the 
Republicans has growu much better 
in the last two or three weeks. It Is 
plain that Ohio ia to be the great 
battle ground of the Fall campaign. 

HARD FIGHT IN INDIANA: — The 
situation In Indiana Is a complicated 
one. The Governor of the State Is 
a Democrat and is popular, and Mr. 
Beverldge Is weakened in his own 
party somewhat by the fact that he Is 
an avowed Insurgent, and Insurgency 
is not in the ascendent iu his St it. 
The outlook, however. Is not alto- 
gether discouraging, and grows bright* 
er with tho better prospects for Rep- 
ublican principles thruout the nation. 

TRIBUTE TO ETHRINOTON:— A 
memorial service waa held In Wlllls- 
hurg last Sunday in honor of young 
Ethrlngton who waa killed by a mob 
in Newark, O.. while acting aa a 
detective for the Anti-Saloon League.

"Fierce oppoaltlon waa offered to 
th" tribute law . . . which waa regard- 
ed aa an Impiety, tnaamurh aa no Lord 
could be recognized but Cod. . . . 
Othera offered opposition tn the legal- 
ity of the tax, while one leader, Judith 

of Oamala, associated with a l*h irl 

named Zadok, formed a |>arty to work 
solely oj this line of attack. Then ven- 
geance waa awora against whomso- 
•ver ahould tranagreaa the Moaalc law. 
•Ad the Zealots were ploua asaaaalna 
who Imposed upon themselvea the aa- 
cred obllgatlona of killing all trans- 
greaaora of the law." 

The Herodlana were adherents of 
the Herod*, who owed what power 
they possessed to the Roman govern- 
ment "They vied with the Radduces 
In akeptlci*m. and with the Greeks In 
licentiousness, pandered to the vice 
and cruelty of the lleroda and truckled 
to the Romans " Theae represented 
the other aide of the question, favoring 
tribute to Caesar, and oppoaed to the 
Messianic hopes of the Pharisees.

this subjection to a foreign |>ower 
"The taxea were a constant cause of 
revolt" 

They aay unto him, -Caesar's 
<prom>un<ed Kalaar by Unmans and 
Oreeka. It Is tho (lerman kaUer and 
Rurslan cxar). "Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things which are Caesar's." 
The Image and superscription on the 
coin Implied the sovereign!) of I n. -ar 
The Jews, by using the coin*, in so far 
were eerved by tho Roman govern- 
ment. They therefore owed it some 
service in return This service waa the 
payment of taxea. 

"And unto Cod the thing* that are 
God's." Cod as your maker, preserver, 
giver of countless good gifts, one of 
the choicest of which waa the gift of 
his Bon. their Messiah, bud a right to 
claim love and obedience from them. 

Christians have to live In countries 
where the government Is not perfect, 
and It Is their duty to be good citizens 
In them, the best citizens they have. 
This was one of the ways by which 
Christianity conquered the Roman em 
plre. To have fought the empire with 
their worldly weapon* would have 
been ruin; aa Christ himself said:

Michigan City, Ind.— During a fir* 
tt the Indiana sUte prison here. War- 
den James D. Reld dropped dead of 
heart trouble. 

The fire atarted In a storeroom 
among some rags, preaumably from 
spontaneous combustion, and the war- 
den and other prison official* collect- 
ed there to assist In getting It unde 
control, with the aid of the city fire 
department and a Are brigade at the 
prison. 

The Are was suppressed before much 
damage had been done, but the war 
den, after considerable agitation, sud- 
denly dropped to the floor and expired 
In a few second* 

Warden Reld was one of the most 
noted prison men In the country. He 
became head of the prison on Novem- 
ber 1. 1901, coming frot 
He was L2 years old.

Text: Our cllisenahlp la in heavan.— 

Phil. 1:30. 

In founding this republic our fath- 
ers established Ave Institution* that 
seemed necessary to the development 
of a high order of manhood. Since here 
the common people were to be rulers 
It waa plainly necessary to educate the 
multitude. No Inventor commlU hia 
Invention Into the hands of an Ignorant 
man. and our fathers feared to trust 
those powerful political tools, the bal- 
lot and free speech. Into the hands of 
Ignorant and untrained men. Bo Uiey 
esUbllahed the free school. 

*aey also rounded the free press; be- 
lieving that the citizen should be made 
acquainted with all that goes on in 
Cod's great world, that our peoplo 
should not lie ignorant peasants but 
citizens of the world. The result Is the 
Intelligent unity of a hundred million 
people and the breaking down of all 
sectional differences. 

They also esUbllahed liberty and po- 
litical equalltm. Not that all men are 
equal In strength of body or quality of 
Intellect or power of peraonallty. but 
n has an equal right to 
aelf-development The 
the lily, and the oak are not 
equal In atatlon. nnd. perhaps, not 
equal In usefulness, but are equal In 
their right to claim from soil and rain 
and sun what they need for growth 
and sustenance. 

Our fathers emphasized the family, 
recognizing that all subsequent rela- 
tionships are made or marred In the 
family circle. They looked upon thla 
home as a mlnlaturj republic and they 
looked to earneet mothers for the 
sturdy and honest citizenship of the 
future. 

The founders of the republic also be- 
lieved moat emphatically In a free 
church They decreed that the Lord s 
day should be a training day for the 
soul snd conscience that men might 
grow fine and strong, and that great 
and true convictions might be devel- 
oped For the measure of power of a 
republic la not In IU resources and 
wealth, but tn the quality of manhood 
produced. 

We have today many problema be- 
fore us. ss there always will he great 
problema before a growing and pro- 
gressing nation; but our greatest need 
la a Christian citizenship. We need 
men who live and act the principles of 
Jesus Christ In our high offices. In 
place* of responsibility. In the great 
marta of bualneas. That It will be so, 
tt Is not an Idealist's dr»am. but will 
be a realization of Uie future to which 
present Ind'catlons point 

In a despotism where one family 
rules, the task of educating the rulers 
Is simple It mesns the teaching of 
the members of a single family. In a 
monarchy It means the education of a 
few thousand of the upper claases. In 
a republic tho great peril Is moral Ig- 
norance among mllllnna, many of them 
newly rtjme to our shores. We have 
established our public schools for the 
training of the intellect, but unfortu- 
nately we have eliminated morals and 
spiritual knowledge from the class 
room. Five or six hours every week 
are given lo mathematics for years, 
because we must count money, and 
weigh sugar and salt, compute coal and 
measure land. Years for the study of 
msthetnattca; not one minute for the 
training of a chlld'a morals and char- 
acter. The president of the National 
Kuucatlonal association affirmed In his 
annual address that there are ten mll- 
llona of young people under 17 who 
never croas the threshold of a church. 

We leach children that two and two 
make four, but not that It la wrong to 
: falsify accounts. We teach them that 
1 fire burns in science, but not that the 
, boy who tries to satisfy hia desire for 
i pleasure with sin. Is like one who 
| eats red-hot roala. We teach the girl 
that hot water scalds, but we do not 
i tell her that there are paaslons which 
Indulged In will blight her very soul 
I Look at the Jalla filled with boys whom 
| we allow to grow up like vandals. Con- 
aider the prisons crowded with young 
I criminals. Look at the moral Insen- 
sibility among our rich men and legis- 
lators, to whom truth and Justice 
should be sacred. 

We breed our own dangers through 
neglect. We spend vast energy In the 
discussion of the tariff on pig iron, aa 
If with it the republic would survive 
of perish; but we neglect the souls of 
men. We spend hundreds of millions 
digging mud out of the rivers, while 
the mouths of our children spout mud. 
| and the tenement houses ooze disease 
ard crime. Surely there never waa 
a time in the history of the republic 
when tho Influence and work of the 
church waa needed more than It Is to- 
day. We have well known examples 
of how gladly people flock to the 
stnndard of any man who shows him- 
self a aturdy, uncompromising Chris- 
tian citizen. And on the other hand 
we see tbst a man who ia not a Chris- 
tian, though ho may be exalted to a 
high place, is soon weighted and 
found wanting. 

Our fathers laid well the founda- 
tions, but their work cannot be per- 
il oted without the fidelity of the aons. 
We have a marvelous heritage; we 
reap what we did not sow. Rut Cod 
forbid that we should prove falthleaa 
t the principlea of our fathera. So 
let ua on this day call tho roil of con- 
viction which lie deep-rooted In true 
citizenship; and the drat truth that 
meeu ua Is that a man must be a 
citizen of the kingdom of Ood before 
ha can be a true citlien of a Chris-

Decrease of Bank Clearings In New 
ity Cause of 15 Per Cant 



New York. — Dun's Review says: 
The movement in most departments 
of trade and Industry is Indicative of 
Increased confidence and wider activ- 
ity as the fall season draws near. 
While the August clearings, as a 
whole, were 15 per cent under those 
of 1900, this was due entirely to the 
big decrease in New York, for outside 
that city there was a small gain. 

During the last week there hah 
been a falling off ot 32.5 per cent in 
New York and of 4.1 per cent outside. 
Railroad earnings In three weeks of 
August Increased 6.1 per cent. The 
most striking event of the week was 
an advance In August cotton to 2> 
cents, the highest price in a genera- 
tion, due to covering by shorts, but 
other months were not affected, and 
tlw> crop advice* put the cotton con- 
dition as considerably better H.v> 
last year, with a large acreage. The 
condition is, however, under that of 
last month. 

Further progress appears in Iron 
and steel, the recent improvement in 
demand now becoming more irupres- 
i she. Conditions in the pig Iron dl 
vision are distinctly better and higher 
price* are asked for next year's de- 
livery, although some concessions are 
j noted for early shipment. Sales of 
j close to 70.000 tons have been made 
1 of late and several Important inquiries 
I are pending, which create a hopeful 
sentiment regarding prospects for l 
large fall business. In the finished 
lines, also, the situation Is more en- 
couraging, specifications being heavy 
In all departments. 

A sensational advance In the Au- 
gust cotton option on Monday brought 
the highest price In over three de 
cades, further covering by the short 
account forcing quotations upward to 
20 rents per pound. Thi»_d.ejeJo»> 
I ment was whellv due to speculative 
influences and the new crop deliveries 
were not affected, some weakness ap- 
l pearl ng later In the week on pros- 
pects of a large movement and slight- 
I ly better crop advices. 

Brads! reet's Review. 

New York.— Brads) reefs says: 
Best reports as to fall Jobbing trade 
still come from the leading western 
cities, and there ia apparent a fairly 
free movement of staples and and ap- 
I reciable Improvement In collections 
in the centers feeling the Impetus of 
the unexampled movement of grain 
to market.

Residents of Berea are reminded of 
the siieclal rule adopted three yenrs 
ago that any young 



home is in Berea, and who does not 
enter the Institution In the Fall Terra 
will not be received In the Winter 
Term. 

The pur|>ose of this rule Is to 
encourage students to enter the Insti- 
tution for the entire year, or at 
least for the rail and wluter, and to 
prevent the over-crowding of the 
winter term. 

This Is for the benefit of the stu- 
dents. Students advance much more 
rapidly when they can go to school 
continuously. It la bad for them, 
and bad for the classes they enter, 
to change from the public 
school to the college in the middle of 
a year. Students from outside Berea 
have to teach or for other reasons are

fall If they are desirous of attending 
the Institution at all. It Is better for 
any family to have one child In the 
Institution for the entire year, than 
to have two children In for a part 
of the year. And everyone should un- 
derstand that If a person can only 
attend part of a year the fall Is in 
every way the best part.

Just before 1 left Hanover, I vls- 
it'il the Blue Mountain Deer Park. 
This park la eleven miles long and 
the fence around it measures more 
than twenty-five mllea. In the park 
are, probably, more than a thousand 
deer. There are also a herd of 107 
buffaloes. There are only two la.K i 
herds in the United States. We saw 
• • ral deer, but our party waa too 
large to get close enough to the buf- 
faloes to see them. The deer are 
rather wild, beause they are hunted 
a good deal. They are wilder than 
the ordinary wild deer of the State, 
because the latter are protected by 
our gaire i„wb nearly the whole year. 

I saw a pretty sight the other day. 
It was a baby porcupine clinging to 
b white birch which It was climbing. 
A little later I saw one of the old 
ones. I think they live In the rocks 
on a hill In my wood-lot. 

Coming home from a long walk 
••ecently my way took me over a high 
hill. From its top I could see Mm 
Mils in nearly every direction. From 
north to south, I could see at least 
sixty miles, and more than half M 
much territory from east to west. 
From another hill, a few days befor >. 
I had a glorious view of about thirty 
miles or more radius around about 
three quarters of the horizon Moua- 
talns, lakes, farms, and a prosperous 
city were all in range of vision.

HONOR TO WASHINGTON 

After the Revolution, Congress vot- 
ed to Washington a statue and a 
large sum of money.

They reminded him thnt 
he had served eight and a half years 
without pay, and plead earnestly to 
win his consent, but In vain. Then 
the sum which had been voted was 
Invested by order of Congress In some 



government undertaking In Wash- 
ington's name, aud he waa told, af- 
ter the deeds were made out, that 
now It was too late to refuse — he 
would simply have to accept it. But 
he still refused inexorably. It was a 
gift, but he felt It to be like a bribe. ' 
The whole nation seemed In a con- 
spiracy to heap riches upon him; but 
It could not be done without his con- 
sent, and he said "No" to the last. 
He may have acted unwisely, accord- 
ing to the modern view, which is un- 
tortunately more commercial than 
patriotic; but he won the nation . 
undying respect and admiration for 
his determination not to make mon- 
ey out of his official iwsltlon. His at- 
titude is In the sharpest contrast to 
that of some of the legislators and 
officials of these days, who are keen- 
ly alive to the opportunities that 
arise to enrich themselves secretly. - 
With Congress and several of our 
State legislatures Investigating whole- 
sale bribery charges and other fo 
of official corruption, we are 
ed of the fact that we have fallen 
on degenerate days, aa far as the 
standard of public honor aad official 
integrity Is concerned.— The Chris- 
tian Herald.

Charles A. White, recalled by the 
■ fate in rebuttal, made tbe statement 
concerning Hull and the $60,000 fund. 

White teatlfled that the information 
waa given him by William Roaaell. an 
Important witness for the defense. 
He told of meeting Rossell and of a 
conversation they had In which White 
aaked Roaaell where the money came 
from that la alleged to have been 
uaed to bribe legislators to vote for 
Lorimer. 

"Roaaell told me," testified White. 
**thst while In Springfield be bsd 
beard of a telegram being aent to 
Edward Hull of Peoria two daya bo 
fore tbe election of Senator Lorimer 
requesting Hull to start at once for 
Springfield with $60,000 " 

Attorneya for the defense started 
from their chairs at theae words and 
a commotion In court followed 

Patrick J. Keeley. suspended detec- 
tive, former aid who turned against 
State's Attorney Wayman. waa In- 
dicted on a charge of perjury by the 
special grand Jury called by the 
prosecutor to investigate perjury 
charges In tbe Browne case. 

Rumors were rife that before the 
case of Browne could go to the Jury 
half a dosen more Indictments. Involv- 
ing persons closely connected with 
the trial would be voted. The indict 
ment of Keeley came Just as tbe 
Browne defense had closed Its caae. 

After Browne closed hla defenae 
State's Attorney Wayman attacked his 
case. Resldenta of East St Ixrats 
were placed on the atand before Judge 
Kersten to Impeach the testimony 
given by George Gloss, a motorman, 
who waa one of the most Important 
witnesses for the defense. The 
state's witnesses swore they would 
not believe Gloss under oatb. 

A But fight between State's Attor- 
ney Wayman and Attorney Erhsteln 
was narrowly averted In the trial.

Chicago- Illinois coal operators 
have decided to yield to the demands 
of the miners. An agreement baaed 
on tbe Peoria contract was practi- 
cally reached at a conference held 
In thia city between committees of tbe 
Illinois Coal Operators' association 
and the Illinola body of the United 
Mine Workera of America, and only 
minor detalla pertaining to 
condltlona remain to be 

On April 1 about 70.000 miners In 
Illinois laid down their tools and 
awaited the signing of a new agree- 
ment by the operators. A convention 
was held In Cincinnati In April, at 
which many of l be atates came to an 
agreement.. The Illinois miners held 
out. though, on the question of the 
payment of shot flrers. and a Joint 
conference was later called In Peoria 
•>n May 21 In an effort to reach a set- 
tlement. The operators refused, bow- 
ever, to grant the demands of the 
men. and negotiations were broken 
off. turning what bad theretofore been 
merely a suspension Into a strike of 
70.000 miners. On June 11 all pump- 
men and engineers, who had remained 
at work according to an agreement 
between tbe operators and miners 
pending negotlstlons. were called out 
by the union. 

In June the fifth and ninth districts 
of the state seceded from the ranks 
of the Illinois coal operators and 
algned up the Peoria agreement un 
conditionally Since then operators 
l.ave been . nplMilatlng one bj one In 
different parte of the atate until tbe 
number of Idle men haa been reduced 
to abogt 40.000. 

At the request of T. L I < » 'a In- 
ternational president of tbe miners' 
organisation, a Joint convention waa 
held between the miners and oper- 
ators, at which a compromise agree- 
ment was offered by the operators. 
It waa far better than any which bad 
heretofore bean offered, but did not 
grant all that the miners demanded 
at the Peoria convention. It was left 
to a referendum vote of the miners 
and John Walker, president of the Il- 
linois miners, sent speakers out Into 

ance. 

This resulted In the calling of a 
special convention in Indianapolis by 
Lewis, wblcb lasted ten days, and was 
one of the stormiest ever held. It re- 
sulted In a sweeping victory for Wal 
ker, and the compromise agreement 
was thrown sside. 

Following tbe Indianapolis conven- 
tion, several more operators signed up 
with the miners. The Operators' as- 
sociation, however, determined that 
the fight should be continued, and ap- 
pointed a committee of aeven to con- 
duct the campaign. It was decided 
that conferences should be held once 
more before tbe fight should be car- 
ried Into the winter months.

It amounts to this, that 
everybody he met In Mlnneapolla

the popular theme — Minneapolis. 

"Now, this young man not only 
listened In Minneapolis to praise of 
its places of Interest. Its progress, tta 
prospects. Its advantagea as an In- 
dustrial center, aa a place of resi- 
dence, and so on. but he stored these 
things In his mind, took them over to 
Toronto, talked to the editor of tbe 
Mail and Empire about them, and got 
the latter Interested In them to the 
extent that he sat down aud wrote an 
editorial extolling handsomely the 
civic pride of the Minnesota city. 

'The lesson the editor draws from 
the young Canadian's enthusiasm — or 
rather the cauae of It— la tbst pride 
of city la aomethlng that would be 
both becoming and useful on this side 
of the line.

OUR NATIONAL EFFICIENCY 



In Address Before the Conservation Congress 
at St. Paul He Says New Methods of De- 
veloping and Using Natural Resources 
of Country Are Needed. 



Bt Panl, Minn . Sept. 6. Speaking 
on "National Efficiency" before the 
conservation congress today, former 
President Roosevelt toipreaeed on 
hie bearen the fact that conservation 
haa become a national duty and muat 
be looked at from a new point of 
▼lew and accompllahed by new meth- 
od* of developing and using the nat- 
ural resource* of the country. Hli 
addreea was the feature of the day's 
program and was listened to by a 
throng that tested the capacity of the 
hall and that frequently applauded 
the colonel's vigorous language. The 
address In full was as follows:

Vice on Increase In England — Ingres 
dlents Vary From Chloral 
to Alcohol. 



English society 1* becoming serin 
Iy exercised about the habit of taking 
drugs, which appears to be spreading 
more rapidly than ever. Judging from 
some of the correspondence which la 
appearing on the subject What waa 
at one time the vice of the few la de» 
clared now to be the practise of 
many — worried business men, profes- 
•lonal men, "cursed with brain fag." 
Jaded society women and all thu 
other Ivctlma of the killing rush of 
modern life. 

A case I* narrated In M. A. P. ot 
a hospital nurse who recently applied 
for relief at an Inebriates' home, con- 
fessing that she had not been really 
s<ilu-r — that ts to say, more or lea* un- 
der the influence of stimulant — for all 
year*. A spell of unusualyl heavy 
work had drlv n her to cocaine. Hor 
holiday, which ought to have fol» 
lowed immediately, had to be post, 
poned for some reason connected with 
the bonpltnl work, and she continued 
taking cocaine until when relief came 
at last she found herself unable to 
give up her flatly allowance of the 
drug. Sometimes she took brandy to 
relieve her craving for the drug, but 
always she returned. As In every 
jther case, the gradual sapping away 
j( the will power weakened her ef- 
forts to break the habit, and In the 
end her frlenda had to take the most 
drastic measures to force her Into an 
Inebriates' borne. Here the habit 
successfully broken after 
Ing painful "cure." 

One woman who led a very busy so- 
cial life used to take regularly a mix- 
true of chloral, sal-volatile, brandy 
and soda, while another dosed herself 
with a mixture of sal-volatlle and red 
lavender. 

Another extraordinary 
heard of recently. Three sp 
had been called In to examine a 
an, and though all three agreed that 
sho was suffering from overstimula- 
tion they were utterly unable to dis- 
cover the cause of her symptoms. The 
mystery was not sovled until some 
one happened to mention that the 
woman kept a bottle of sulphate ot 
quinine In her boudoir. She then con- 
fessed that she waa simply suffering 
from excessive doses of quinine. 

The stage, literature and art 
contribute a large number to the vic- 
tims of the drug and alcohol habit*. 
Recently a once famous artist 
found sleeping on the 
having falle nthrough every stage of 
depravity froi 
In mhorphla to i 
hoi. 

Many men and women 
with the stage have fallen 
to the craving for stimulants, always 
with disastrous result* to their pro- 
fessional reputations. One 
for whom the critics had 
a brilliant car 
morphia during a 
was delighted with the i 
fit she derived from the drug, and used 
It again and again. Before she or any 
one else had realized what waa hap- 
pening, the unfortunate wc 
become a morphlne-manlac. 
only made no progress in her art, but 
her acting was deteriorating rapidly. 

Before the end came it had become 
impossible for her to obtain an en- 
gagomcnt. No maanger could de- 
pend on her coming to the theater, 
and when she did put In an appear- 
ance It was only charitable to de- 
scribe her acting aa erratic She be- 
came so reckless in her craving for 
stimulants that ahe drank eau de co- 
logne. Florida water or anything else 
of an alcoholic nature. In this casae, 
at any rate, death came a* a merciful 
release.

bad a few drinks and the other of 
whom had worked all day, had th* 
same results. 

"Alcohol tires the nerves and mus- 
cles. ' said Dr. Wick. "One glass of 
beer shows a marked effect on the 
nervous centers and gives a tendency 
to hasty and Incoherent movements.'*
